ration, which consequently de- 
velop* air of a higher moisture 
content than normal. 


The Jiome owner must we to tt 


that ventilation is provided to 
bring the drying-out process to it* 
conclusion as steadily a* possible, 
by venting off moisture-laden air. 


Do not try to accelerate thi* 


process unduly by creating ex- 
tremely high heating temperature* 


) iu winter, for it will only tend to 


create an uneven drying which will 
exaggerate the effect* of normal 
shrinkage, warns the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders. 


In the case of a tight-fitting door. 


be patient—don't be too quick to 
plane the edge. Wait for warmer 
weather, when the door has dried 
down to normal. 


The average door is properly 


manufactured, mortised and tenon- 
| ed. Twisting or warping are beyond 


control and can happen to any 
door. Cracks appearing at door- 
casing joints, and elsewhere, can 
be filled readily, and when the 
home is redecoraed the owner will 
have little difficulty in covering 
them so that they are no longer 
noticeable. 


Outside doors are more subject 


to severe, conditions. The reason: 
Heat inside and cold outside. They 
| have a tendency to twist or pull 
toward the heat, with the lock 
holding. No matter what manu- 
facturer makes the door, the same 
problems appear—they are obvi- 
ously beyond the builder's control, j 


Even though windows are weath-1 


Even a gradual drying-out process nay produce warped woodwork, 
bat with, proper precaution* such effects can be sharply reduced. 
erstripped, cold panes can set up 
a current of cool air which will 
move through the room. Often this 
cool air current may feel as if it 
is coming from the outside and 
causes the occupants to believe 
there is leakage around the win- 
dows. 


Actually, it is caused by the chill- 


ing of the air against the window, 
which then seta the air in motion. 
Storm sash will minimize this and 
condensation, which is possibly the 
most disturbing factor occurring 
in new homes. 


Condensation is caused by warm, 


moist air coming in contact with 
cold surfaces. Such surfaces are 
windows, cellar walls and exposed 
pipes. Warm, moist, inside air 
neets them and, as if by magic, 
there is water—damaging water. 


A perfectly dry cellar can have 


wet walls and floors due to conden- 
sation of moisture upon cold base- 
ment walls. The walls are colder 
because they are up against the 
earth, which has a lower tempera- 
ture than the air in the basement 


Proper ventilation cuts down con- 


densation in basements during the 
summer months. Windows should 
be closed in damp, muggy weather 
and opened during dry, clear 
weather. 


If your house has attic louvres 


or louvres at the crawl space of 
the basement, do not obstruct these 
openings. The purpose of louvres 
is to ventilate your house. Keep 
them clear at all times and you'll 
come close to banishing a 
known headache.

soil is not acid enough, its acidity 
can be increased by adding sul- 
phur at the rate of three pounds 
per 100 sq. ft. 


That would mean about three 


heaping tablespoons to the soil 
about the average plant. Merely 
adding sulphur will not provide a 
congenial home for these ever- 
greens. The soil should be com- 
posed of equal parts of gravel, 
loam and humus-forming materi- 
als like peat moss, old manure,' 
leaf mold or rotted hardwood saw- 


dust. It should be at least a foot 
in depth. 


A heaping cupful of a 4-12-4 


fertilizer mixed with the soil will 
supply sufficient plant nutrient* 
until next spring, when a half cup- 
ful of fertilizer should be culti- 
vated into the soil about each plant. 
This goes for all, type* of plants,' 
evergreens or deciduous. 


The old gardener is rather keen 


about cottonseed meal as a ferti- 
lizer and because it tends to acidi- 
fy the soil recommends working a 
cupful into the soil about each 
plant. 


The hole for evergreens should 


be dug twice as wide aa the root 
system of the plant and be certain 
thai there'Is drainage at the bot- 
tom of the hole. Set the burlapped 
plant in carefully, no deeper in 
soil than it formerly grew. An inch

.possible about the heating system 
installed. 


There is a wide variety of heat- 
ng systems, methods and Install*- 
ions, the association points out 
Ljeam how youra operates, how it 
functions at maximum efficiency 
and what kind of fuel to use. The 
heating contractor can provide you 
with this vital information. Read 
he manufacturers operating in- 
structions carefully. 


Almost all warm-air furnaces 


have built-in filters. The filter is 
usually found close to the furnace 
where the cold air returns to the 
umace from the rooms. 
Made of fiberglass, these filters 


are intended to collect din and 
dust and for efficient heating 
should be replaced at the begin- 
ning of each heating season, and 
again during tne season if neces- 
sary. 


Dirty filters permit dust to be 


circulated through the system, to 
be deposited on carpets, drapes, 
walls and furniture. 


Usual replacement consists of 


•emoving one or two metal screws, 
pulling out the filter and inserting 
a new one obtained at a hardware 
or department store.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Players Are Human: And,Make Errors 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Sometimes I wonder what goes 


on in a player's mind when he 
makes a particularly fruity play. 
In today's hand South and West 
hammered away at each other 
with great accuracy until East got 
into the picture with a very foolish 
mistake. 


West opened the four of clubs 


and declarer won in his own hand 
with the king. South altered 
dummy with the king of hearts 
and returned the ten of spades for 
a finesse. This was such a fine 
way of beginning the hand that it 
is worth a little comment. 


South could be pretty,sure of 


making his contract if West held 
the queen of hearts, but it didn't 
matter whether he took the finesse 
late or early. If South could win 
only four heart tricks, however, he 
would need 'three spades for his 
contract. South wanted to take 
the spade finesse first, since if that 
lost. West could not continue the 
clubs. 


As it turned out. West won the 


spade with the queen and now had 
to find some way of giving his 
partner the lead in order to have 
a club returned through South's 
ten. A spade return was obviously 
hopeless. 


A heart return would simply de- 


velop declarer's suit for him. West 
could not afford to lay down the 
ace of diamonds since that would 
remove his entry to the long cluba. 
Vfff,t 
therefore had to lead the 


deuce of diamonds in the hope that 
his partner had the king of dia- 
monds and would play it. 


South bad follow* 1 West's rea- 


soning and saw that West had 
come to the correct conclusion. 
His only chance now was that East 
would make a mistake. Declarer 
therefore played the eight of dia- 
monds from the dummy. 


East timidly played the nine of 


diamonds hoping that this would 
oomehow aave his precious king.
